This Will Be Same Salary as Be- 
fore He Helped Increase It to 
$12,000-and in Consequence 
No Breach Will Be Made in 
the Constitution—Will Not 
Talk. 


Washington, Februany 10.—Following 
close upon the discovery that Genator 
Philander .C. Knox, of Pennsylvania, 
could not, without violating a provision 
of the constitution of the United States, 
accept the state portfolio in the Taft 
cabinet, the senate today took prompt 
action to remove the constitutional ob- 
jection. ‘ 
‘Senator Hale introduced a resolution, 
which was referred to the committee 
on the judiciary, providing that the sal- 
ary of secretary of state be reduced 
from $12,000 to $8,000, the figure at 
which it stood before it was increased, 
along with those of all other cabinet 
officars two years ago: 

In view of this resolution, Assistant 
Attorney General Russell, to whom the 
question was referred, informally, for 
an opinion, held that if congress re- 
stored the salary to what it was before 
Mr. Knox entered the senate, “the case 
falis outside the purpose of the law, 
and is not within the law.” 

Hale Talks of Law, 

Senator Hale, in discussing the situa- 
tion, said: 

“It would be very serious if there 
weve no remedy, but there is a remedy 
ina repeal of the law increasing the 
salary of the secretary of state, and it 
will be immediately applied. The Per. 
tion of the law applying to the office 
of the secretary of state can be can- 
celled by legislation, and as the law 
Was never intended to apply in such a 
case as that of Mr. Knox there is no 
doubt that a bill with this end in view 
will be immediately introduced, and 
just as little doubt that it will be 
passed.,”’ 

Senator Hale said there is no thought 
on the part of senators of increasing 
the compensation of the secretary of 
state after March 4, 1911, when Mr. 
Knox's term in the senate would have 
expired had he served until its close. 
He said, it is the purpose of Mr. Knox 
to serve throughout the four years of 
the Taft administration at a salary of 
$8,000 per annum. 

Hale’s Remedy Accepted. 


The general consensus of opinion, on 
both sides of the senate chamber, was 
in accord With Senator Hale’s view, that 
the situation should be remedied by the 
repeal of the law insofar as it affected 
the office of the secretary of state, but 
there were a few dissenting voices on 
the democratic side. Senator Rayner, 
himeelf an eminent legal authority, 
after canvassing both sides of the cham- 
ber, expressed the view that repeal of- 
fered the only+feasible course out of 
the difficulty. He said: 

“The status at the time the appoint- 
ment is made governs the case, an@ if 
at that time, under the law, there is 
no increase in salary, but the salary 
stands as it did before it was increased, 
there can be no opposition to the ap- 
pointment.”’ 

This could be accomplished by mak- 
ing the status of the law what it was 
before the increase was’ made. 

In the house there was general ac- 
ceptance of the suggestion, bit it was 
not accepted by all as feasible. Some 
members raised the question as to 
whether, even after a repeal, he would 
not be prohibited, inasmuch as the con- 
stitution forbids the appointment to an 
office, the salary of which has been 
raised during the appotntee’s terf™ as a 
member of congress, nothing being said 
about the subsequent reduction of the 
Salary.

ELECTORAL VOTES 


Election of Taft and Sher- 
man Is Ratified. 


Count Consumed 40 Minutes 
and There Was Much Laugh- 
ter at Times—Sherman Saw 
Count and Was Cheered. 


Washington, February !0.—With sim- 
ple, but impressive ceremonies the 
electoral vote for president’ and vice 
president occurred today at a joint ses- 
sion of the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives, held in the chamber of the 
lower body. 

William H. Taft, of Ohio, and James 
8. Sherman, of New York, were offi- 
clally declared to be the choice of the 
people for the term beginning March 
4 next. The count consumed exactly 
forty minutes, 

At the very outset, Vice President 
Fairbanks, who:+presided, was called 
upon to admonish the senators and 
members that applause would not be 
permitted. This admonition followed 
democratic manifestations over the 
name of William J. Bryan in connection 
With the vote of Alksbama, the first 
State called. The Taft adherents, 
nevertheless, disregarded the admoni- 
tion and liberally applauded the first 
mention of his name, when the Culi- 
fornia vote was announced. 


Sherman Saw the Count. 


Vice President-elect Sherman, in his 
Capacity as a representative from New 
York, accupied his accustomed place on 
the floor and took great interest in the 
proceedings. The entire joint body 
fstood until Vice President Fairbanks 
brought his gavel down. Senators Bur- 
rows, of Michigan, and Bailey, of Tex- 
as, and Representatives Gaines, of 
West Virginia, and Rucker, of Mis- 
souril, acted as tellers. When Senator 
Burrows announced that Alabama had 
cast her full vote of eleven for William 
J. Bryan and John W. Kern applause 
broke out on the democratic side. 

Instantly Vice "resident Fairbanks 
admonished the house and there was

no applause when Bryan and Kern 
were again mentioned as having res 
celved the vote of Arkansas. 

The republicans broke into applause 
when Mr. Rucker, himself a democrat, 
and from Missouri, announced that 
Missouri had cast her eighteen votes 
for Taft and Sherman.

The whole body laughed aloud when 
Senator Burrows misread the vote of 
Nebraska and put that etate in the

162 votes. Only 242 votes were nec- 
essary to elect.

FIGHT. TO REPEAL 
LOCAL OPTION LAW 


County Option Seems To 
Be Doomed in Indiana. 


Democrats Rush Bill Through 
House, Repealing Present 
Law and Substituting Town- 
ship and Ward Local Option. 


Indianapolis, Ind., February 1!0.—The 
house of ‘representatives this after- 
noon passed to engrossment both the 
Kleckner and Proctor-Tomlinson bills 
which provide for the repeal of the 
county local option law. The former 
is the democratic platform bill which 
substitutes township and ward local 
option and the latter a compromise 
measure providing, incorporated town 
and city ward option. The bills are ex- 
pected to come up for third reading and 
passage in the house tomorrow. 

The Proctor-Tomlinson bill upon 
which the Democratic repealers have 
united, was the first considered. The 
report was rejected by a vote of 54 
to 44. 

Stormy Scene Followed. 


A stormy scene followed an attempt 
to push the bill to engrossment with- 
Out opportunity for amendment. Re- 
publicans who had stood with the 
democratic repealers, denounced the 
attempt, saying the democratic leaders 
were using ‘road roller’ methods. 
The motion to pass the bill to en- 
grossment was not taken until late this 
afternoon after the republicans had in- 
serted minor amendments. 

The Kleckner bill, which it had 
been supposed would be allowed to die 
in committee, was then brought forth 
with a vengeance. Democratic cham- 
pions of the Proctor-Tomlinson bill de- 
clared they wished to put temperance 
democrats who voted to postpone the 
bill on record. In opposing the com- 
promise bill the temperance democrats 
hadi declared it was not a  »party 
measure and they were not bound to 
support it. Nine of the ten democrats 
who had voted for the postponement of 
the. compromise bill, however, cast 
similar votes on the Kleckner bill, 
which the party platform and caucus 
indorsed.

Official of Kaiser Missing and

Santiago, Chile, February !190.—Baron 
von Bodman, the German minister to 
Chile, today made the official ceclara- 
tion to the Chilean government that the 
body of the man found in the ruins of 
the office of the German legation, de- 
stroyed by fire on Friday last, was not 
that of Chancellor Beckert. This gives 
the affair a very serious, though not 
unexpected turn. 

The medical examination established 
the fact yesterday that the man whose 
body was burned beyond recognition had 
been murdered, three knife wounds hav- 
ing been discovered. An examination 
by dentists today proved beyond doubt 
that the body was that of some one 
other than Beckert. A servant employed 
by the legation has been missing since 
the fire, and it is now believed it was 
he who was killed. In this connection, 
an intimate friend of the German chan- 
cehllor made the statement yesterday 
that he saw Beckert the day following 
the fire. A report has reached here that 
Beckert has been captured at Chillan, 
the capital of the province of Nubile.

TO SUPPORT NAVY 


Provision Made for Two 


26,000-Ton Ships. 


for to Consider Reorganiza- 
tion of Navy Department. 
Office of Vice Admiral Made. 


Washington, February 10.—Senator 
Hale, chairman of the committee on 
naval affairs, today reported to the 
senate the bill making appropriations 
for the support of the navy. It carries 
$136,825,199, an increase of $1,058,428 
over the amount carried by the bill as 
it was passed by the house. 

No change was made'in the item pro- 
viding for the construction of two 
26,000-ton battleships. The senate com- 
mittee provided that mo part Of the ap- 
propriation for the marine corps may 
be expended unless the corps is con- 
tinued in service as‘heretofore on bat- 
tleships, cruisers and other naval ves- 
sels. 

Naval Commission. 

The recommendation of Secretary of 
the Navy Newberry for the appoint-* 
ment of a commission to reconsider the 
reorganization of the na¥y department 
in order to provide for the best pre- 
paredness in case Of war was adopted 
by the committee. 

The commission is' to consist of three 
senators, three representatives, three 
rear admirals, with at least one on the 
active list: and three eminent civilians 
to be appointed by the president. 

The office of vice admiral on the re- 
tiring list is created, which it is under- 
stood is in the interest of Rear Ad- 
miral Robley D. Evans. 

Provision is made for the appoint- 
ment of a commission by the secretary 
of the navy to investigate and report to 
congress the advisability and necessity 
of establishing a naval base, includtag 
a navy yard and repair station on the 
California state coast. | 
There is aleo an amendment requiring 
that priscners discharged from naval 
prisons shall be furnished with civilian 
clothing, and others authorizing the 
employment of fifteen contract dental 
surgeons, and striking out the _ pro- 
vision which, requires the secretary of 
the rnavv to submit to congress state- 
ments of amounts expended for repairs 
which have been made to ships, 


Some Increases. 


Some of the more important increases 
in appropriations are as follows: 

For the Mare Island navy vard, $224,- 
000, of which $100,000 is for the im- 
provement®in the channel and $100,000 
for ordnance stores. 

For Puget sound, $237,000, to be used 
largely for the extension of the repair 
shops at Bremerton navy yard.

Dickinson has been connected with the 
legal departmént of the Illinois Central 
for ten years. The change in the man- 
agement of that railroad from Mr. Fish 
to Mr. Harriman did not affect 
standing in the sjightest. He held the 
confidence and regard of both railway 
magnates, antagonistic though they 
were. 

Judge Dickinson won considerable rep< 
utation' by his work before the Alaskan 
boundary tribunal of 1903, In which he 
was of counse] for the United States. 
He was paid a high tribute by the lord 
chief justice of England, Baron Alver- 
ston, who voted with the American com- 
missioners. 


Dickinson Born in Mississippi. 


Born in Columbus, Migs., Judge Dick- 
inson at fourteen entered the confed- 
erate service. He married and spent 
most of his life in Tennessee. He is a 
graduate of the University of Nashville. 
He studied law at Columbia college, New 
York; the University of Leipsig and at 
Paris. 

It is probable that the profound legal 

attainments of Judge Dickinson and the 
fact that he was a representative south- 
erner was what decided the president- 
elect to make him an offer of a cabinet 
post.

Each county, through 
its county commissioners, will be sup- 
plied with an order for the convicts 
awarded to it within the next thirty 
days, and it will have to send for the 
men to the camp designated and make 
its own arrangements for their trans- 
portation to the county seat. 

The commission will endeavor, as 
nearly as it can do s0, to assign to each 
county men from a camp a@ near as 
possible to the county to be supplied.

WAREROUSES HAVE 
BEEN AMALGAMATED 


Will Be Managed by 
Board of Control--Uni- 
form Prices to Prevail. 


The one hundred or more Farmers’ 
Union cotton warehouses scattered 
throughout Georgia, heretofore work- 
ing separately and independéntly, have 
been amalgamated and will soon pass 
under the management of a single 
board of control. 

It wes Charles S. Barrett, president 
of the National Farmers’ Union, who 
brought about the plan of concentra- 
tion and the halt of his good work has 
not been completed, as he is now work- 
ing to accomplish similar results in oth- 
er southern states. 

Once each of the stetes has pooled its 
warehouses then ywill come an effort to 
combine the various states under one 
management, thereby giving the 
Planter absolute and complete control 
of his cotton. 

Some four or five years ago pianters 
in various sections got together and 
caused to be constructed a warehouse 
in which the entire crop. of those in- 
terested was housed to await a selling 
price satisfactory to the holders. But 
it soon developed that there was little 
comity of interest among the various 
warehouses in any section. While one 


would hold, another would probably 
sell, thereby nullifying the very plan 
for which the warehouses were first 
contemplated. 

It didn’t take President Barrett long 
to see the trouble and it was then he 
got busy. Mr. Barrett quickly discov- 
ered that the key to the situation was 


the amalgamation of the various ware- 


houses under a single control. In that 
way Only was it possible, he figpured, 
for a firm stand for satisfactory prices 
to be obtained. By the amalgamation 
no one warehouse could sell while an- 
other held. Quietly President Barrett 
went to work and the result is that in 
several states he has brought about a 
comity of interest and intent, the 
same as that attained in Georgia. 

Mr. Barrett yesterday announced that 
he had brought about a consolidation 
of the warehouses in the state. Within 
a short time those interested in the

They testify that at about the time 
the mob entered the jai), they were 3 
few blocks from the jail, and appre- 
hended that there was a mob for Jvuun- 
gon.

Gompers Says Congress Aids 


Unemployed in America. 


Washington, February 10.—Many 
prominent labor leaders participated in 
a ‘council of labor’ at the department 


wage earners of the country, including 
the problem of the unemployed. 

The. meeting was called at the in- 
stance of Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor Straus. 

The problems discussed included leg- 
islation to extend the steamboat inspec- 
tion service to the inspection of loco- 
motive boilers, and consideration of 
statistics of emigration in connection 
with immigration. 

Suggestipns by Straus. 

In addressing the conference, Secre- 
tary Straus sugested that the labor 
leaders make a formal] statement of thé 
labor conditiong in the United States 
for distribution, through United States 
consuls in foreign countries. This, he 
believed, would discourage that type of 
immigration for which there js no room 
in this country. He urged that rail- 
roed locomotive boilers be placed, by 
law, under supervision of the steamboat 
ineapection service.

Congress, he 
said, had provided instant relief for 
the Italian sufferers by the Italian 
earthquake, but when relief is asked 
for American baborers, it is styled pa- 
ternalism and ts given no consideration. 


John Mitchell said that from two to 


five miltion men in this country are 
now unemployed. He discussed the 
problem of immigration, pointing out 
that too often the man who arrived in 
this country yesterday got a job, while 
the man who had spent his life in this 
country, was walking the streets.

somewhat involve the court in responsibility for the mob’s lawless act. 

The mob gathered Monday, determined to lynch the criminal, but at 
the appeal of the sheriff, who promised to urge the court to call a special 
term and make prompt disposition of the case, dispersed. 

The judge, for reasons which are not given and which could have |ittle 
bearing if they were, declined to convene the court in special session. His 
refusal soon became known, the mob reassembled the day following and 
hanged the prisoner before the sheriff could interfere. . 

Deputies under the sheriff, who sufrendered the negro to the mob, justify 
their action upon the ground of the court’s refusal to order his prompt trial. 

Of course the court’s action cannot excuse the work of the mob, but that 
is not the point. It was naturally seized upon by the mob as justification for 


tection of the prisoner,.made it the pretext for their capitulation. 

The only possible good reason for the court’s denial of prompt trial, that 
of danger to innocence under the pressure of inflamed public sentiment, is 
negatived by the mer confession of guilt. Court trial. would have been no 
more than formality, but it would have upheld the jaw and preserved respect 
for it in that community. 

Courts cannot afford to stand upon petty prerogative when community 
morals are at stake. 

It is easy to conceive circumstances under which immediate trial would 
be unjust to the accused, but there is no possible suggestion of it in this 
case; confession preciuded the danger of any such injustice. 

The mob’s justification of its act upon the court's dilatory policy was 
no more than human nature, and judges are unsafe, who fail to take human 
nature into account. 

It is impossible to escape the conclusion, therefore, that the judge who 
refused prompt trial in this case, must bear, in part, the responsibility for the 
unwarranted and lawless action of the mob. 

We may inveigh against mob rule, denounce lyncRing and appeal with all 
the force of which pen and tongue are capable for the inviolability of law and 
order, but when courts become careless, lax og,indifferent, it is all in vain. 

The mob hunts encouragement and waxes strong upon pretext, satisfied 
often with the shadow of it when the substance is lacking. 

But if law is to live, and society is to enjoy peage under its protection, it 
must be impossible for anarchy to gather either encouragement or pretext 
from the courts. 
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NO BACKWARD STEP ON PROBATION. 

Whether or not they are cognizant of the fact, the influences that oppose 
probation for inebriety in Atlanta, or anywhere else for that matter, are the 
proved, if the inadvertent, foes to the frail inebriate, his wife and children and 
the community. 

If the officer administering this function rescues during the course of the 
year just one unfortunate from his own weakness and the inevitable physical 
and monetary penalty, he has amply justified his salary. 

The records in the case of Atlanta show that this department relieves, 
where it does not redeem outright, not one, but scores of drunkards. These 
results are available in black and white. If necessary, a tabulated estimate 
might be made of the dollars and cents saved to the community in the earning 
capacity of the rehabilitated men. But it would be impossible to appraise the 
happiness and the harmony of families restored and the poignancy of the 
multiplying heartaches obliterated. 

Performance and established fact demonstrate that this system is pur- 
suing an invaluable economic as well as a humanitarian constructive mission. 
The Constitution is unwilling to believe that those lukewarm in its support are 
acting on full light. 

In this connection, it is encouraging to note that an ordinance looking 
to the abolition of the local probation office was recently unanimously adversed 
by council’s ordinance committee. Though reconsidered on a technicality, the 
eventual issue can hardly be in doubt. The reasons moving the committee 
to report adversely and. in favor of probation, are still no less powerfully 
operative and there is little apparent cause to fear that other valid ones will] 
meanwhile intervene. 

The abolition of the probation system would be a backward municipal 
The salutary principle of the system cannot be controverted. More, 
not less, latitude should be extended it. That way lies humanitarianism and 
profit to the community. 
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INDIFFERENT TO MUNICIPAL HEALTH. 

Notwithstanding it has been a year or more since agitation began for the 
admittedly necessary cleaning of back yards as a precaution against the 
communication and spread of dangerous disease, the approach of another 
spring and summer finds nothing whatever done, and the situation practically 
as it stood twelve months ago. 

The necessity for cleaning back yards of accumulated garbage and filth 
and of requiring the best possible sanitary construction and arrangement of 
outhouses where sewer connections cannot be had, is not a subject that re- 
quires argument. 3 

The carrying and communication of disease germs by flies and other 
insects, is a proven fact; the breeding grounds of both disease and insects 
are scientifically known. 

Yet we find after a year’s discussion of this matter and the known im- 
portance of prompt and effective action, the proposed ordinance is thrown 
back-by council upon the board of health with the suggestion, in effect, that 
it take it up again at the beginning. 

Industrially, the ‘laissez-faire,’ or let alone policy, may sometimes work 
all right, but when it comes to the protection of the, life and health of a com- 
munity, it borders upon the criminal. 

First, it was proposed to put a tax of $2 a year upon each horse and cow 
owned and kept within the city limits—a reasonable and just proposal, 
whether unconstitutional] or not. 

When informed this could not be done, the board of health then requested 
council to pass an ordigance making the cleaning of back yards obligatory 
upon the owner, who should have the option of providing for the work him- 
self or paying the city $2 a year for each animal upon the premises, to per- 
form this service. 

Still more reasonable, perhaps, than the first proposal, this measure has 
been allowed to hang fire for months, when many believed it had already 
been enacted, and suddenly it is resurrected from the archives of the ordi- 
nance committee, only to be hurled back upon the board of health with the 
information that it is not yet :n legal shape. 

It is to be hoped the illegality does not lie in the comparatively small ex- 
pense put upon certain property owners who have been neglectful or careless 
of sanitary conditions upon such premises. 

Whatever doubt may have existed as to the legal phraseology of this ordi- 
nance could easily have been cleared up by the city attorney long ago, if 
the paper had beer. referred to him for that purpose. 

But there appears, for some inconceivable reason, rather an absence of 
disposition to act. 

If this matter goes unattended to through another Summer, those in 
direct authority cannot escape the moral responsibility for their neglect. 

It is a serious situation in which life and health have to demand protec: 
tion, when mere suggestion should prompt speedy and effective action. 

Not another meeting of the city council should go by without positive 
action that will mean clean yards and better surface sanitation this spring 
and summer. 
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its lawless deed. ‘More than that, officers of the law, charged with the pro’ 
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age unnecessary where wholesome ‘iets and sanitary methods are em- 


‘| ployed. 

The housewife in her dennten and preserving processes demonstrated | 
this fact long before the big manvfactories came into existence 

Therefore, in the face of the two facts, that chemicals are unnecessary 
and that there is at least reasonable doubt as to their danger to the con- 
sumer, prohibition of their use in such cases ought not to be a jatter of 
doubt or hesitation. 

Considering the character of the evidence against theireuse, there can 
be but one reason for the employment of doubtful chemicals in the preserva- 
tion of food products: They are used by certain manufacturers to conceal 
the inferiority and unwholesomeness of the materials which they put upon 
the market. 

It is Known as a matter of fact that ‘large factories have been built to 
utilize the waste products from canneries, such as tomato skins and cores, 
apple parings and even worm-eaten and decayed portions cut out of fruit, 
and from these are made tomato catsup, soups, apple-butter, jams and mince 
meat. It would be’impossible to put such stuff as this upon the market were 
it not for the possibility of checking decay and concealing inferiority by the 
use of benzoate of soda and similar chemicals. 

it is practically impossible for the consuming public to discriminate be- 
tween products thus manufactured and those of undoubted purity, because 
the chemical does in one instance what wholesomeness and sanitary methods 
do in the other. 

Thus we have three splendid reasons why the use of chemical preserva- 
tives should be prohibited. They are unnecessary; they are of at leas¢ 
doubtful physical effect upon the consumer, and they may be and are used 
to conceal inferiority and decay. 

It matters not that a referee board of chemists has held that benzoate 
of soda in small quantities is harmless; even if there were unanimous agree- 
ment on this subject, it would remove only one of three essential objections 
to such use. 

As the situation develops, it becomes more and more apparent how great 
and important the fight which Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the bureau of 
chemistry, is making in behalf of the people of the United States. 

But little will be accomplished until the public becomes educated to the 
point of making distinctions between impure and wholesome food products. 

The pure food laws, national and state, are materially assisting in this 
education by requiring the label on the package to state just what chemicals 
are used in the preparation. 

The consumer should read carefully the label on the package;

experts contend that they are deleterious to the human system, then by all 
means their use should be forbidden by law. 

The logic of this attitude cannot be questioned. When experts disagree, 
there is at least a reasonable doubt as to the effect of @ chemical substance 
upon the consumer.

Rights of Passengers. 


The supreme court yesterday render- 
ed an important decision affecting the 
rights of passengers on railroad trains, 
in the case of Henry P. Jones. a minor, 
by ‘his next friend, against the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad Co. as 
lessee of the Georgia Railroad. 

In this decision the court holds that 
the rights of passengers under sections 
2299, 2300 and 230! of the civil code

David Bispham’s Recital. 

David Bispham, the celebrated bari- 
tone, is an ardent apostie of the song 
in English for English-speaking people. 

He will be heard in one of his famous 
song recitals at Cable hall tonight, and 
in a brief interview yesterday he was 
asked why the program for tonight is 
made up entirely of songs in English. 

“And why not?” he sald. “English 
well lends itself to singing, and it 
makes the music mean so much more 
to the average English-speaking au- 
dience. This year all my songs are in 
English, and in my belief they lose 
nothing on that account, even the 
of foreign 
composers, because there is no reason 
why translations should not be artistic. 

“As you will see,” he continued, ‘‘I 
have given over several numbers on 
my program to American composers, 
partly because the songs are extremely 
worthy of consideration, and partly be- 
cause of my office as president of the 
American Society of Musicians and 
Composers, the main purpose of which 
is to encourage American composers 
and exploit their compositions. 

“One of the most noteworthy exam- 
ples of American work on my program 
tonight is the Bergh music of ‘The 
Raven.” The composer is from Min- 
nesota, although he is, I suppose, by 
the name, of German extraction, and 
he is playing with a prominent New 
York orchestra.’’ 

Mr. Bispham, with Mr. Smith, his ac- 
companist, was just about to rehearse 
“The Raven” and he very kindly pro- 
ceeded to do so for the benefit of his 
small audience, and the impression he, 
made by his wonderfully dramatic read- 
ing, with the telling support of the ine 
cidental music, was as if the poem 
were entirely new, as if it had never 
beew heard before. It would take a 
temperament with the operatic expe- 
rience of Mr. Bispham, with the poise 
and control of his years of concert 
training, to make the superb success 
he does of this wierd poem, which, hy 
the way, he humanizes where the or- 
dinary reader makes it uncanny. As 
a feature of the Poe celebration recent- 
ly atthe University of New York it 
was received with enthusiasm, the 
music translating marvelously the mood 
and the content of the poem. 

It is certain that Mr. Bispham’s en- 
tire program tonight, as he presents it, 
wil! be one of artistic delight, since he 
is an artist to his finger tips, and the | 
large number of Atlanta people who, 
have heard him, both in recital and in 
gfrand opera, are his best advertise- 
ment here.
